123  females)  were 
registered  as  belonging  to  the  district  (i.e.  after  including  inward  transfers 
and  excluding  outward  transfers) :  of  these,  9  (3  males  and  6  females)  were 
illegitimate.  The  net  live  birth  rate  is  accordingly  19.46  per  1,000  of  the 
populatio'n,  as  compared  with  18.76  for  the  previous  year.  The  comparability 
factor  for  1951  is  1.03.

STILL  BIRTHS.  6  still  births  (2  illegitimate)  were  also  registered,  giv¬ 
ing  a  still,  birth  rate  of  0.49  per  1,000  of  the  populatio'n  as  compared,  with 
0.74  for  1950.  (The  rate  for  all  England  and  Wales  was  0.36).  In  Mary¬ 
port  approximately  1  birth  in  41  was  a  still  birth  in  1951,  as  compared  with 
1  in  26  for  1950,  1  in  40  for  1949,  1  in  20  for  1948.  and  1  in  100  for  1947. 

The  still  birth  rate  per  1,000  total  live  and  still  births  was  24.69  as  com¬ 
pared  with  37.82  in  1950,  24.59  in  1949,  50.21  in  1948,  and  9.8  in  1947. 

DEATHS 

The  number  of  deaths,  registered  as  belonging  to  the  district  was  163 
(i.e.  after  correcting  for  non-residents  dying  within  the  district  and  for  those 
persons  whose  usual  residence  was  within  the  district  dying  without  the  dis¬ 
trict).  This  gives  a  crude  death  rate  of  13.38  per  1,(X)0  of  the  population,  as 
compared  with  15.15  for  the  preceding  year. 

By  multiplying  the  crude  death  rate  figure  by  an  adjusting  factor  (“The 
Population  Handicap”)  supplied  by  the  Registrar-Gejneral  the  Adjusted 
Death  Rate  is  arrived  at,  i.e.  the  crude  death  rate  adjusted,  in  so  far  as 
sex  and  age  group  components  of  the  population  are  concerned,  so  as  to 
make  it  comparable  from  a  mortality  point  of  view  with  the  crude  death 
rate  of  the  country  as  a  whole  or  with  the  mortality  of  any  other  local  area 
similarly  modified.  The  adjusted  death  rate  for  Maryport  Urban  District 
is  13.51  for  1951.

LABORATORY  WORK 

The  Cumberland  Pathological  Laboratory  at  the  Cumberland  Infirmary, 
Carlisle,  was  wholly  made  use  of.  The  arrangement  made  whereby  all 
specimens  are  to  be  dealt  with  by  the  Cumberland  Pathological  Laboratory 
is  still  in  force. 

On  the  5th  July,  1948,  all  local  Hospitals  came  under  the  Newcastle- 
upon-Tyne  Regional  Hospitals  Board.  On  the  same  date  all  Ambulance 
facilities  were  taken  over  by  the  Cumberland  County  Council.

SAMTAKY  ClKCrMSTAYCES  OF  THE  HLSTKICT 


WATER  SUPPLY 

In  January,  1951,  the  filtration  plant  at  the  Waterworks,  Cockermouth, 
broke  down. 

Immediately  investigations  as  to  the  quality  of  the  water  supply  were 
comnienced  and  it  w’as  d.iscovered  that  in  spite  of  increased  chlorination  the 
water  as  delivered  to  the  consumer  was  bacteriologically  unsatisfactory.  The 
attention  of  the  public  was  therefore  drawn  to  the  need  for  the  boiling  ol' 
all  drinking  water  until  further  notice.  In  addition  chlorine  was  added  to 
the  service  reservoir  and  a  portable  chlorinator,  kindly  lent  by  Barrow-in- 
Furness  Water  Department  was  also  kept  in  readiness  during  the  emergency. 

By  the  7th  February,  1951,  the  filtration  plant  had  been  repaired  and 
on  the  14th  February,  after  analysis  had  proved  the  water  to  be  highly  satis¬ 
factory,  notices  were  inserted  in  local  newspapers  terminating  the  state  of 
emergency. 

The  quality  of  the  water  again  gave  cause  for  concern  in  August,  Sept¬ 
ember  and  December  when  unsatisfactory  reports  were  received  on  samples 
of  water  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination 

The  Water  Engineer  informs  me  that  the  slow  sand  filters  at  Belle  Vue, 
Cockermouth,  were  thoroughly  cleaned,  out  in  November  in  an  endeavour 
to  ensure  a  satisfactory  quality  of  water. 

The  probable  cause  of  the  unsatisfactory  water  samples  is  the  inade¬ 
quate  sto'rage  capacity  of  the  reservoirs. 

I  am  also  informed  that  it  became  necessary  during  the  summer  months 
to  cut  off  the  water  supply  in  certain  areas  in  order  to  augment  supplies. 

The  raw  river  water  was  bacteriologically  examined  during  the  year 
and  was  found  to  be  unsatisfactory..  Bactero'logical  examinations  of  the 
water  going  into  supply  (after  chlorination  and  filtration)  were  made  twice 
and  on  both  occasions  the  report  was  satisfactory. 

The  supply  is  constant  (except  during  emergency)  and  99.97%  of  the 
dwelling  houses  in  the  district  are  supplied  directly  from  the  Works. 

The  population  served  by  the  Undertaking  is  approximately  14,000  and 
the  number  of  houses  4,247. 

It  has  been  estimated  that  the  consumption  of  water  was  approximately 
42  gallons  per  head  of  the  population  per  day  throughout  the  whole  ;irea 
served  by  the  Maryport  Water  Board  (which  included  Maryport  U.D.. 
Dearham  and  Dovenby). 

Extension  of  Mu/n.-— 598  yards  of  4  inch  and  457  yards  of  3  inch  water 
main  were  laid  during  1951. 
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DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

The  system  of  drainage  and  sewerage  remains  the  same. 

Work  on  the  new  sewerage  Scheme,  which  involves  increasing  the 
capacity  of  the  existing  system  was  commenced  during  the  year. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  made  65  visits  to  new  and  existing  buildings 
for  the  purpose  of  testing  drains  and.  sewers. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  Risehow  Farm  was  completely  re-sewered 
during  the  year,  i.e.,  all  drains  were  re-laid,  a  septic  tank  and  filter  pro¬ 
vided  and  a  new  outfall  laid  to  discharge  to  Eel  Sike.  In  addition  some 
land  drainage  work  was  carried  out  which  effectively  overcame  a  flooding 
nuisance  which  had  formerly  affected  the  farm  buildings. 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION 

With  the  exception  of  29  outlying  houses  (including  farms),  the  water- 
carriage  system  is  universal.  The  Sanitary  Inspector  continues  to  strive  to 
get  extra  accommodation  provided  where  necessary  and  reasonably  possible. 
106  W.C.s  were  added  to  new  and  existing  premises.  The  description  of 
Sanitary  Conveniences  at  the  end  of  1951  was  as  follows:  —

SCAVENGING  AND  REMOVAL  OF  REFUSE 

All  arrangements  made  for  collection  and  disposal  of  house  and  shop 
refuse,  fish  offal,  etc.,  remained  the  same.  Refuse  continues  to  be  disposed 
of  by  tipping,  the  two  refuse  tips  in  use  being: — - 

(a)  One  on  the  waste  land  to  the  West  of  the  new  road  leading  into 
Curzon  Street  from  Grasslot  for  the  old  Urban  District,  and 

(b)  One  in  Flimby,  near  the  Council  houses  in  that  area. 

SANITARY  INSPECTION  OF  THE  DISTRICT 

The  Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  District  is  undertaken  by  the  Senior 
Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.  S.  Thompson,  with  the  assistance  of  an  Additional 
Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.  D.  Logan. 

My  best  thanks  are  due  to  both  these  Sanitary  Inspectors  for  their 
willing  and  valuable  help  at  all  times  in  the  many  problems  constantly  aris¬ 
ing  in  the  District.  They  deal  with  all  matters  promptly  and  efficiently. 

Mr.  Thompson’s  summary  of  work  done  in  accordance  with  Article  27 
of  the  Sanitary  Officers’  Regulations,  1935,  will  be  found  at  the  end  of  this 
Report.

SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS 

In  this  district  there  are  no  (a)  public,  (b)  privately  owned  swimming 
baths  or  pools  open  to  the  public. 

ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS 

Number  of  Houses  found  to  be  infested: — ■ 

Council  Houses,  3;  Other  Houses,  5;  Total  Houses  Disinfested,  8. 

The  method  employed  for  disinfestation,  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspector,  is  that  of  spraying  with  a  proprietary  insecticide  in  an  endeavour 
to  destroy  the  majority  of  the  vermin  in  the  first  place,  after  which  the  tenant 
is  advised  as  to  thorough  cleaning  of  the  house,  the  stripping  off  of  wall¬ 
paper,  cleaning  of  wire  bed  mattresses,  etc.  Usually  after  the  stripping  of 
walls,  further  spraying  is  carried  out.  Owners  are  later  approached,  if  no 
further  signs  of  vermin  are  observed,  to  repair  plasterwork,  etc. 

The  belongings  of  tenants  before  removal  to  Council  houses  are  always 
examined  and,  in  suspicious  or  definitely  verminous  cases,  the  furniture  (in¬ 
cluding  woodwork  and  spring  mattresses  of  beds)  is  sprayed  and  then, 
together  with  bedding,  thoroughly  washed  and  cleansed  by  the  tenant. 

In  all  cases  after  disinfestation  is  carried  out,  tenants  are  advised  as  to 
the  proper  periodical  cleansing  of  houses,  including  the  regular  dismantling 
and  cleaning  of  beds.  Where  walls  have  been  stripped,  often  of  many  suc¬ 
cessive  layers  of  wallpaper,  tenants  are  advised  to  redecorate  the  walls  with 
distemper  in  preference  to  wallpaper. 

Liquid  and  powder  insecticides,  incorporating  D.D.T.,  Gammexane  or 
Pyrethrins  or  combinations  of  these  are  used  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  with 
good  results. 

9  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  bed  bug  eradication. 

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949 

Under  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  the  Council  is  directly 
responsible  for  ensuring  that  its  area  is  kept  free  from  rats  and  mice,  so 
far  as  is  practicable.  No  statutory  action  was  taken  during  the  year  as 
the  Sanitary  Inspector  prefers  to  work  w‘ith  and  assist  occupiers  of  infested 
premises  using  the  technique  and  poisons  recommended  by  the  Infestation 
Division  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 
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229  visits  were  made  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  for  the  purpose  of  inves¬ 
tigating  complaints  of  infestation  by  rats  and  mice,  advising  occupiers  as  to 
the  eradication  of  the  vermin,  laying  poisoned  baits,  etc. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  also  subjected  the  Council's  refuse  tips  to  treat 
ment. 


HOUSING 

Approximately  123  houses  subject  to  Demolition  Orders  which  have 
been  vacated  are  illegally  re-occupied.  It  is  hoped  that  the  Council  will 
rigidly  enforce  the  provisions  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936,  and  when  any  con¬ 
demned  house  becomes  vacant  in  the  future,  take  steps  to  ensure  its  demo¬ 
lition  or  closure. 

Section  13  (i)  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936,  states:  “When  a  Demolition 
Order  under  this  Part  of  this  Act  has  become  operative,  the  owner  or  owners 
of  the  house  to  which  it  applies  shall  demolish  that  house  within  the  time 
limited  in  that  behalf  by  the  order;  and  if  the  house  is  not  demolished  within 
that  time  the  local  authority  shall  enter  and  demolish  the  house  and  sell  the 
materials  thereof.”  It  will  be  noted  that  the  Council  is  required  to  carry 
out  demolition  of  houses  in  respect  of  which  Demolition  Orders  are  opera¬ 
tive  should  the  owners  fail  to  do  so  within  the  prescribed  period. 

During  the  year  the  Council  completed  101  new  permanent  dwellings 
at  Ewanrigg.  In  addition  work  commenced  on  the  roads  and  sewers  on 
a  site  at  the  Arches  for  142  houses  and  continued  on  270  houses  at  Ewan¬ 
rigg  Hall.  4  new  private  houses  were  built  during  the  year.

FOOD 

MILK  SUPPLY 

There  were  11  persons  registered  as  carrying  on  the  trade  of  milk  dis¬ 
tributor  in  the  Urban  District;  of  these  2  had  premises  outside  the  district. 

Seven  dealers'  licences  authorising  the  use  of  the  special  designation 
“Pasteurised''  and  2  licenses  authorising  the  use  of  the  special  designation 
“Tuberculin  Tested”  were  issued. 
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Ihc  airaiigcment  whereby  the  Council  act  as  agents  for  the  County 
Council  in  the  matter  of  the  sampling  of  milk  for  tubercle  continued  in 
force. 

Altogether  21  samples  of  milk  were  taken  and  submitted  for  biological 
examination  to  the  Cumberland  Pathcclogical  Laboratory,  Carlisle.  All  of 
these  samples  were  reported  negative  for  Tubercle. 

On  a  sample  of  milk  being  reported  as  tubercular,  a  thorough  investi¬ 
gation  is  made  and  suitable  action  taken  by  the  Veterinary  Officers  of  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries.  I  am  kindly  informed  by  Mr.  J. 
K.  S.  Elmslie,  Veterinary  Officer  of  that  Authority,  that  in  so  far  as  the 
Urban  district  of  Maryport  was  concerned,  no  animal  was  slaughtered 
under  the  Tuberculosis  Order,  1938,  during  the  year  under  review. 

12  visits  were  made  during  the  year  to  dairies  including  visits  for  samp¬ 
ling,  repeat  sampling  and  inspection  of  premises. 


MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS 

All  the  slaughtering  was  carried  out  at  the  Public  Abattoir  during 
1951,  under  the  Regional  Scheme  of  the  Ministry  of  Food. 

Regular  visits  of  inspection  to  the  Maryport  Abattoir  were  made  by 
the  Sanitary  Inspectors  who  endeavoured  to  maintain  their  usual  high  stan¬ 
dard  of  work. 

Examinations  for  tapeworm  cysts  (.Cysticerus  Bovis)  has  now  become 
routine.  25  beasts  were  found  to  be  affected  with  Cysticerus  Bovis,  the 
parasite  being  found  in  the  head  in  23  cases  and  in  the  heart  in  2  cases.  In 
all  cases  the  head  or  heart  was  condemned  and  the  carcase  sent  to  a  cold 
store  for  freezing  treatment  before  being  released. 

It  is  necessary  to  draw  attention  to  the  unsatisfactory  conditions  at  the 
Slaughterhouse.  Due  to  an  almost  three-fold  increase  in  the  number  of 
beasts  killed  fusing  1939  figures  as  a  comparison)  the  Slaughterhouse  is  now 
grossly  overloaded  during  the  killing  season  when  the  congestion  is  such  as 
to  render  it  practically  impossible  to  handle  the  meat  in  a  proper  manner. 
Matters  are  aggravated  by  the  entire  absence  of  facilities  for  the  isolation  of 
condemned  and  suspected  meat  and  for  the  treatment  and  storage  of  bye- 
products. 

Meat  inspection  under  these  circumstances  is  attended  with  the  greatest 
difficulties  since  during  the  killing  season  most  of  the  inspection  must  be 
carried  out  outside  office  hours. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  modernisation  of  the  Slaughterhouse  should 
be  considered  at  an  early  date.

The  1,457  lbs,  of  fish  were  condemned  for  decomposition. 

The  canned  goods  comprised :  apricots,  pineapples,  cooked  ham,  tomato 
paste,  condensed  milk,  beans,  etc. 

The  cooked  ham,  of  which  there  were  756  lbs.  was  mainly  French  and 
German  canned  ham  in  tins  of  approximately  14  lbs.  each. 

All  the  food  material  was  surrendered  voluntarily  by  the  tradesmen 
concerned. 

Bakehouses. — There  are  19  bakehouses  on  the  register,  9  of  which  may 
be  considered  non-domestic.  The  Sanitary  Inspector  paid  9  visits  to  bake¬ 
houses.  It  was  not  found  necessary  to  take  action  in  respect  of  conditions 
at  bakehouses  during  the  year. 

Other  Premises  where  Food  is  Prepared. — 27  inspections  were  made  by 
the  Sanitary  Inspectors  of  premises  where  food  is  prepared.  Verbal  warn¬ 
ing  was  given  in  certain  instances  and  resulted  in  the  attainment  of  the  de¬ 
sired  standard  of  hygiene. 

Ice  Cream. — 11  samples  of  Ice  Cream  were  submitted  to  the  Methylene 
Blue  Test.  Of  these  8  samples  were  reported  as  being  Grade  1.  2  samples 
as  Grade  2  and  the  remaining  sample  as  Grade  4.  In  the  case  of  unsatis¬ 
factory  samples  re-visits  were  made  to  the  vendor  or  manufacturer  and 
appropriate  advice  and  instruction  given,  where  necessary  repeat  samples 
were  taken.  73  per  cent,  of  the  samples  examined  were  found  to  be  Grade 
1  (satisfactory)  as  compared  with  66  per  cent,  in  1950  and  36  per  cent,  in 
1949.

Scarlet  Fever  was  mote  in  evidence,  there  being  20  notifications  as 
against  16  in  1950.  No  death  occurred  among  these.  8  of  the  cases  were 
removed  to  an  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital.

POLTOMYELTTTS 

During  the  year  the  Medical  Research  Council  invited  this  Council, 
along  with  100  other  authorities  to  co-operate  in  the  investigation  of  the  in¬ 
cidence  of  poliomyelitis  virus  in  sewage,  which  the  Council  agreed  to  do. 

In  April  30  manholes  on  the  sewerage  system  were  selected  and  swabs 
put  into  position.  These  were  retrieved  72  hours  later,  packed  in  glass 
jars,  frozen  with  solid  carbon  dioxide  and  sent  to  the  Virus  Reference  Lab¬ 
oratory  of  the  Central  Public  Health  Laboratory  where  the  specimens  were 
examined  by  monkey  inoculation.  This  procedure  was  repeated,  in  June. 

This  research  should  prove  to  be  a  valuable  aid  in  the  control  of  polio¬ 
myelitis.
